Fraud in Jobless 


Claims Jails Nine 


First Convictions Re- 
ported in Unemploy- 


ment Fraud 


LITTLE ROCK - Nine defendants 


were sentenced Wednesday to 30 days 
on the County Farm in addition to 
their fines of ?25 and costs of $15.40 
each, for making fulse claims to ob- 
tain benefit payments from the Un- 
employment Compensation Division of 
the Arkansas Department of Labor. 
These convictions obtained at Pine 
Bluff in the court of Municipal Judge 
John E. Hooker were the result of the 
first criminal prosecutions in Ark- 
ansas for fraudulent unemployment 
compensation claims. Assistant Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Carl ton Harris re- 
presented the Stale; ihc defendant 
were represented by Attorney J. M. 
Shaw. The nine negroes, Ed Davis, 
John Jeffrey Jr. Homer Jimcr, Jeff 
Lyons, Charles Lee, Lidga D. Hurst, 
John W. Taylor, James Rollins and Oil 
E. Williams were convicted of giv- 
ing fraudulent information to oblain 
unemployment compensation benefits 
in amounts ranging from $7.99 lo $27.17;

It's at least a 10 
to 1 .shot against their cracking in 
1940, mid then only if there is some 
change in the international political 
or military situation so stupendous as 
to deal Hitlorism a staggering blow. 
Such a change as a break with Russia 
or a break through the Westwall by 
the British and'French. 


Prophecy Difficult 


Of such changes, what chance? Of 


the first, not much. Her Finnish war 
is driving Russia closer to Germany 
If she can gel Estonia to help against 
the Finns, perhaps 
if she cannot 


Russia may attack Britain and France 
m Asia Minor and India. 


Somu recent military moves may 


prepare for this, and also may pre- 
pare for a gigantic meloncutling in the 
Balkans if Germany and Russia can 
got together with each other, and with 
Italy.

It would surely mean an Allied in-
